Soviet frontier 
authorities were distributing rifles to certain Soviet inhabitants in 
the neighborhoods of Korpi-Post and Qermezi Post. Three armed Soviet. 
civilians were subsequently observed in this area. 
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7e Sea patrols in the Astara area were likewise increased. During the 
three months of November—December 1951 and January 1952, Soviet armed 
warships violated Iranian coastal waters,which fact gave rise to 
numerous exchanges of correspondence between Iranian and Soviet frontier 
officials. It is also believed that the Tranian Foreign Office has 
officially protested to the Soviet government regarding these violations.
